mw DEQ gives East Jordan tentative 
approval for recreational funding 


Boswell Park in East Jordan has 
received a recommendation by the 
Department of Environmental Qual- 
ity to receive $369,000 for improve- 
ments. 

Within the next few weeks, Jaw- 
makers are expected to give the fund- 
ing final approval. 

The money would come trom the 
Clean Michigan Initiative (CMI) 
bond funds, a grant the city of East 
Jordan applied for last spring. 

“We're very clated and it’s going 
to be an asset to the community,” said 
city administrator David White add- 
ing that construction could begin as 
early as next spring. 

As outlined in the city’s Master 
Plan. changes at the M-32 park in- 
clude building three soccer fields, 
tour baseball diamonds, a parking lot 
and to renovate a concession and 
restroom facility. 

Grants were judged based on 
community need. capability of the 
applicant, site and project quality, the 
population served. financial need and 
local cash matches. 

In addition to a $246,000 match 
by the City of East Jordan, the Ro- 
tary Club of East Jordan has commit- 
ted $20,000 toward the project.

Boyne City also applied for the 
same grant to build two baseball dia- 
monds, two soccer fields and one 
softball diamond at Rotary Park on 
State Street. but did not make it in 
this round of funding according to 
State Rep. Andy Neumann’s office. 
Iv is eligible for consideration for 
tunding in another round coming in 
the spring. 

The Clean Michigan Initiative is 
an environmental improvement bond 
program that was approved by state 
voters in 1998. Of the $114 million 
available this year. $950,000 were 
earmarked for proposed projects in 
northern Michigan. 


Boyne DDA meets to consider 
bids on downtown property 


The Boyne City Downtown De- 
velopment Authority meets Thursday 
and will hold a bid opening on the 
Property moowns on the corner of 
Water and East streets. 

The ts the second round of bid- 
ding and the DDA hopes it goes 
smoother than the tirst. Last spring 
the property was put out to bid. but 
the final decision was made by the 
city commission rather than the DDA 


as specified in the city ordinance. 

That oversight resulted in the 
DDA going back to square one with 
two of the original three bidders. This 
round of bidding is only open to Bob 
Mathers Ford and Lou Awodey, 
owner of Connections North. The 
bid. unlike the first time, will be de- 
cided on price alone. 

The DDA meets at 9 a.m. in the 
city manager's office atcity hall. 


Preparing now for clear roads ahead 


= County stockpiles salt, sand and stillage for winter 


Some throw a little over their 
shoulder for fuck. but it takes more 
than a pinch to keep motorists sate 
come winter and the Charlevoix 
County Road Commission iy already 
stockpiling it tor the blustery months 
ahead. 

Nearly 3.000 tons of salt have 
been delivered over the past few 
weeks to the Commission's garages 
in Boyne City and Ironton to be 
spread on the roads. according to 
Charlevoix County Road Commis- 
sion manager Pat Harmon. 

The white mountains stand in 
stark contrast to surrounding autumn 
hues and seem a bit premature. But 
with flurries in the forecast. it's bet- 


ter safe than sorry. 

Last year the road commission 
sifted through the same tonnage of 
salt and had to dip into an additional 
1.000 tons backup, Some was mixed 
with sand and this year a new prod- 
uct called Ice-Ban, made from corn 
processing by-products, will be tried 
out as well. 

Which one will be applied to the 
roads depends on the weather. 

Straight salt is only applied to 
state highways and primary roads 
such as Boyne City-East Jordan or 
Boyne City-Charlevoix roads. It 
melts ice and snow faster. 

Sand is also applied to primary 
roads, but sometimes salt is added to 


make the mixture “hotter.” 

And pure salt ty never applied to 
gravel roads where its thawing pow- 
ers would “make them a big, muddy 
mess.” said Harmon. 

On the other hand, when the tem- 
perature drops below 20 to 10 degrees 
Farenheit or so. it’s sand all the way 
because salt won't melt ice when it's 
that cold. That's also when the 
county's 12,000 gallons of Ice-Ban 
comes in handy, It is purported to 
work consistently from minus 20 to 
minus 40 degrees Farenheit and helps 
salt and sand stick to the road better. 

Also called Steep Water, Ice-Ban 
is 2 50-50 blend of magnesium chlo- 
ride and stillage and is touted as an 


environmentally friendly alternative 
to road salt. 

Sullage is the residue left over 
from processing corn products such 
as corn syrup, and 1s the same prod- 
uct fed to cattle, according to Hilliard 
Shackford. the sales coordinator for 
Road-Way Solutions Inc.. the 
product's distributor. 

He said neither of Ice Ban's in- 
gredients are considered hazardous 
and in fact have no negative environ- 
mental effects. 

He explained that when the still- 
age is mixed with road salt. it encap- 
sulates and neutralizes the salt’s cor- 
rosiveness and makes salt and sand 
stickier, keeping it on the roadways 
longer. 

“As a result your pavement will 


? 


get cleaner faster and it will turn to 
water and then dry up.” Shackford 
said. 

Scott McEwen, a water resource 
specialist with Tip of the Mitt Water- 
shed Council said salt is very toxic 
to freshwater ecosystems, “Looking 
tor some sort of environmentally 
friendly solution is a good thing.” 

Although there's not much effect 
on large areas of water such as Lake 
Michigan, salt running into small 
streams passing under roadbeds dur- 
ing the melt water can kill fish. Sand 
finds its way into stream beds too, 
negatively affecting the waterways 
ecosystems. “In the spring it's a real 
big stress.” McEwen said.

“T take it very personally when 
Somcone doesn’t graduate,” said the 
East Jordan High advisor, recalling 
One student just a half credit shy of 
fulfilling high school Tequirements 
who never received a diploma. 

“If [just had somebody else in- 
volved with this kid, it would have 
made a huge difference,” she said. 

Enter Strive, a new program spon- 
sored by the East Jordan Rotary Club 
which pairs Rotarian mentors and 
students having problems getting 
through high school. 

The partnership between the 
school and civic group began to 
emerge about a year ago when 
McCafferty, who had been looking 
for a mentoring program, and 
Rotarian Gary W. Roberts began talk-

Roberts heard of Strive through a 
conference he was required to attend 


during his stint as Rotary president. 
Created and serviced by Rotary 


groups throughout the United States, 
italso happened to strike a chord with 
Roberts himself. 

If anything was ever needed, he 
thought, it’s this kind of a program. 

“Our goal is to lift these kids, pick 
them up, help get attendance records 
and grades up and help them gradu- 
ate,” Roberts said. 

And while Rotary, like many civic 
groups, awards scholarships to top 
performing students — the East Jor- 
dan Rotary distributes five scholar- 
ships each year totaling nearly 
$18,000 — Roberts questioned why 
some of those funds couldn’t be used 
as incentives for students participat- 
ing in Strive. 

“It is my goal, and others’ in the 
club, to take some of our top schol- 
arships and use those dollars to mo- 
tivate the kids that are not top stu- 
dents,” Roberts said. 

While not the program’s primary 
focus, for some, money may be the 
only hook, admits McCafferty. 

Roberts, along with Rotarian

president and business owner Barb 
Worgess, and member and East Jor- 
dan city administrator David White, 
will be the club’s first mentors. Each 
will be paired with one student. 

McCafferty has identified about 
20 students fitting the program’s pro- 
file and three so far will participate 
this year, in the program’s infancy. 
McCafferty points out that another 
student has already come forward 
requesting a mentor after hearing 
about the program. 

Together they will set goals. If the 
student reaches that goal each mark- 
ing period, they will receive a mon- 
etary check. 

Mentors will begin with their 
student’s progress report in hand and 
then meet with each teacher to find 
out what the teacher believes will 
help the student be successful. 

“I’m a strong believer that every- 
one should have every chance they 
can to graduate from high school,” 
said White. “If I can be one of those 
facilitators, that would mean a lot to 
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Lacey Leaman, Megan Keiser 
and Aurora Ryan watch as 
Connie Kutzleb demonstrates 
her wool-spinning technique.

“It's good that they're searching 
for some type of alternative,” 
McEwen said. “Whether this is the 
silver bullet or not is yet to be seen.” 

This is the sixth year Ice-Ban has 
been used in Michigan. Emmet 
County used it last year and will be 
using it again this year. It is also 
spread on roads in about 18 other 
states. 

A study by The Emmet County 
Road Commission found a cost sav- 
ings last year of $7,826.50 for one 
truck. If the product was used in all 
sanders, the savings was estimated to 
be more than $101,000 per year. 

The truck in the study used one- 
third less salt and saved 60 percent 
of salt and sand. 

The commission noted in its study 
the hidden savings to include less 
sweeping in the spring and fewer 
sand berms along the road-sides 
which cause water to pool, making it 
difficult to mow. It quoted a Federal 
Highway Association study which 
showed that up to 80 percent of dry 
salt and sand is lost due to traffic 
blowing it off the road prior to it 
working. 

The study also points out that the 
product is easier on equipment since 
it makes salt less corrosive. And since 
it's non-toxic and biodegradable, it 
is friendlier to plants, animals

and notes that some county snow re- 
moval budgets have been reduced up 
to 40 percent. 

Brown in color, Shackford said it 
will be easy to identify if a truck has 
spread it on a road or not. 

Its drawbacks, according to its 
competitors, said Shackford, is that 
the product is expensive. But he said 
that’s “‘a relative term.” 

“The fact that it saves county road 


commissions money 1s a positive.” 

It's not exactly comparing apples 
to apples either, he points out. “It is 
more expensive than products they 
used in year’s past, but the product's 
don't have the same quality.” 

“When people use it they love it.” 
he said. “Everybody that used it last 
year is using it again with the excep- 
tion of two locations and their com- 
ments were it worked too well.” 

Those remarks came from an area 
in the Upper Peninsula where local 
citizens weren't used to bare roads. 

“It's expensive to keep a bare 
road,” Shackford said, so they won’t 
be using it in that low-traffic area this 
year. The Michigan Department of 
Transportation only designates cer- 
tain roads be bared with different cri- 
teria for different counties. 

Back in Charlevoix County, 
Harmon's guess is as good as 
anybody's as to what the winter wil] 
bring. 

“T guess the Farmer’s Almanac 
says above normal temperatures and 
we're supposed to have less snow 
than Jast year,” Harmon said. 

“Who knows,” he said. Check 
with him in the spring for the full 
forecast.

The fall season has 
brought many calls into the 
MSU Extension office, most 
of which have been in regard 
to food preservation. I can 
test dial gauge steam pressure 
canners only, not weighted 
gauge steam pressure 
canners. Just bring in the lid 
and within a few days I can 
let you know if your dial 
gauge steam pressure canner 
is operating correctly. If you 
have a weighted gauge steam 
pressure canner consult the 
manufacturer for testing 
procedures 

Also remember the two 
methods I recommend for 
canning are boiling water 
bath canning (hot pack or 
cold pack) and steam pressure 
canning. Open kettle canning 
and processing in an oven are 
not recommended for today’s 
methods due to an increased 
tisk of food spoilage. It’s 
always best to follow up-to- 
date, tested recipes and 
guidelines from reliable 
sources. 

If you are looking for 
additional information on 
food preservation or recipes, | 
have available a variety of 
bulletins on fruits and 
vegetables giving valuable 
information to clients on 
nutrition, food safety tips, 
food preservation, and 
recipes. 


THIS FALL I have 
visited the Boyne City Food 
Pantry, the Senior Commod- 
ity Supplemental Food 
Program, and many homes in 
the local area sharing 
information about nutrition, 
recipes using commodity 
foods, food safety, stretching 
the food dollar, etc. I always 
try to have a food sample to 
share from orfe of my favorite 
recipes! In the near future I 
will be working with the two 
alternative schools in the 
Boyne City area with the 
Family Nutrition Program 
which will provide them with 
the same valuable informa- 
tion on food and nutntion. 


TEAM NUTRITION is 
on the move here in Boyne 
City. We now have a site 
coordinator in the middle 
school and at each alternative 
school. Team Nutrition is a 
joint effort with MSU 
Extension, Michigan Depart- 
ment of Education, and the 
USDA to help schools, 
families, and the community 
to work together to make 
food and physical activity 
choices for a healthy life 
style. Right now the Boyne 
City Team Nutrition Schools 
are busy submitting grant 
applications for the 1999- 
2000 school year to promote 
the program. I will have 
more information about their 
proposed projects soon. 


PROJECT FRESH was a 
big success in Charlevoix 
County this past season. 
Project Fresh is the WIC 
(Women, Infants, and 5 
Children) Farmer’s Market 
Nutrition Program that 
encourages WIC clients and 
their families to use fresh 
produce purchased at a logal 
farmer’s market. I taught the 
Project Fresh classes and 
Heidi’s Hollyhocks and 
Kitely Farms provided the 
fresh produce for the clients.

The future of Boyne City football looks bright if the 
success of the junior varsity season is any indication.

Mt 
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Boyne students riding solo at lunch 


Upperclassman at Boyne City 
High School are not allowed to ride 
together in the same car :f they're 
heading out on their lunch hour. 

Upon a recommendation by 
school superintendent Dana 
Compton, the school board changed 
the policy to reduce the district’s li- 
ability should there be an accident. 

“Also, he knew that the board had 
stated at meetings that we'd like to 
see a closed campus and with our 
new building it was something we'd 
make policy at that time,” school 
board president Kathy Anderson said 
of Compton's counsel. 

Last year, a building trades stu- 
dent was in an accident riding to the 
job site. Anderson said since a bus is 
provided for those students anyway, 
Compton recommended they ride the 
bus. 

Juniors and seniors have been al- 
lowed to leave at lunch because of 
overcrowding in the cafeteria. Now 


they must have their own vehicle, 
parent’s permission and not transport 
any other students. 

A group of students and parents 
voiced their opposition to the lunch 
driving policy at recent school board 
meetings. Anderson said parents 
wondered why, since there hasn’t 
been a tremendous problem, why the 
privelege is being taken away. 

A committee comprised of stu- 
dents, parents, administrators and 
board members was formed to review 
the issue. 

They recommended to the board 
that students with permission to drive 
at lunch have a tag in their car win- 
dow and any other student with per- 
mission to ride with another student 
have a notation identifying such on 
their identification card. The cards 
would be randomly checked by 
school staff and disciplinary points 
awarded if students were caught dis- 
obeying the rule. 


East Jordan school spending for 
98-99 up slightly over revenues 


East Jordan Schools 1998-99 au- 
dit report showed slightly higher 
spending by the district than what it 
took in. 

The school board heard a report 
on the district’s 1998-99 budget from 
district accountant Jim Cusenza of 
Hill and Schroderus at its regular 
meeting Monday night. 

The difference between general 
fund revenues of $7,878,016 and ex- 
penditures of $7,942,206 was due 
primarily to overages associated with 
the schoo! bond projects approved by 
district voters in Sept. 1995. The 
district's fund balance at the end of 
the year was $638,918, an amount 
that represents four weeks of operat- 
ing revenues, or 8.1 percent. 

In other business, the board: 

* Reviewed the district’s new 
“Newborn Outreach Program.” 
Working with hospitals in Charlevoix 
and Petoskey, the program provides 


an informative packet of materials 
and a book to the parents of all East 
Jordan School District newborns. 

* Reviewed student performance 
on the high school MEAP test dur- 
ing a presentation from director of 
curriculum Heather Ballien and was 
pleased that student performance on 
the MEAP continues to show a posi- 
tive upward trend. The report in- 
cluded information on the new 
MEAP Merit Scholarship Program. 
Ballien reported that 25 East Jordan 
juniors qualified for the $2,500 merit 
scholarships this year by earning a 
Level } or 2 endorsement on each of 
the MEAP'’s four tests. 

¢ Approved the district's partici- 
pation in the Char-Em Alternative 
Teen and Great Lakes Academic 
Center programs. 

¢ Appointed Brandon Inglehart to 
the position of middle school ski 
team coach.
